Conditions in Capitol. 

As a result of an investigation made 
immediately after the fire the follow- 
ing conditions, it is said, were revealed. 

The entire. capitol is subject to fire, 
there being wide openings between all 
floors which would allow flames to 
spread over the entire building. The 
marble wainscoting of the walls would 
quickly crumble under intense heat 
due to their calcium composition. 

Although originally believed to be of 
fireproéf construction, recent confla- 
grations and big fires have convinced 
Governor Harris and other state of 
ficials that the capitol building is not) 
in any sense a fireproof structure. 

The condition of the basement is 

most disgraceful and is the most dan- 
gerous part of the entire building from. 
a fire tisk viewpoint. Large amounts 
ot combustible materials are stored 
therein, such as wood partitions, wood 
boxes, excelsior, which would flame 
up quickly from even a cigarette stub; 
wooden filing cabinets and shelves. 

The keeper of public buildings stat- 
ed that there are ten car loads of old 
records, 
documents stored in the basement. He 
admitted that even the careless strik- 
ing of a match might play havoc.

‘The capitol building has no inside or 
outside private fire protection other 
than a watchman on duty, who does 
not use a clock.

NO STEPS TO IDENTIFY

Intimated United States

Washington, April 17.—Confirmation 
of the death of Francisco Villa still 
was lacking tonight at the state and 
war departments and at the Mexican 
embassy. The only dispatch from 
American sources in Mexico tending to 
lend color to the report was a brief 
statement from Major Howze, of the 
Eleventh cavalry, now near Parral, 
that he had information which led 
him to believe that the bandit and a 
few followers had fled some days ago 
toward Barja, close to the place where 
unofficial Mexican reports ‘say the 
body was found. 7 

Outstanding Features. 

The outstanding feature of the day’s 
border messages were reports that six 
Mexicans who confessed to having tak- 
en part in the raid on Columbus, N. M., 
had been captured and sent to Colum- 
bus for trial by state authorities. An- 
other official report relieved anxiety 
as to the supply problem for the troops 


at the front. It said the forces now 
were fully supplied with the exception 
of a small“shipment of horseshoes and 


morrow. 

The body supposed to be that of Vina 
was said by the last Mexican reports 
to be en route to Chihuahua City. It 
was pointed out at the war department, | 
however, that the peint where it was 
found was nearly two days’ journey by 
wagon from the railroad. That may 
account for delay in obtaining con- 
firmation or denial of the report that 
the bandit’s career has ended. 

If General Funston‘ and General 
Pershing have taken any steps to make 
certain the identification of the body 
they have done so on their own initia- 
tive. No instructions to that end have 
been sent from Washington. This fact 
may be significant of the attitude of 
the state department. It was intimat- 
ed today that the United States might 
be willing to accept a fomal-declaration 
from Carranza that Villa had been 
killed and order the recall of the 
troops. 

Chairman Stone, of the senate for- 
eign relations committee, after a con- 
ference today with Secretary Baker, 
expressed the view that the Carranza 
authorities hardly could have ‘any ob- 
ject in circulating a report of Villa’s 
death unless they believed it true. He 
agreed with Secretary Baker and oth-

Washington, April 17.— President 
Wilson, speaking before the Daughters 
of the American Revolution here today, 
declared thatthe only excuse for the 


United States ever to fight would be 


in the cause of humanity. His words 
were enthusiastically applauded by 
delegates from all parts of the coun- 
try. He was speaking of the purpose 
of the republic—born to serve the rest 
of the world just as much as itself 
and had just said that the nation will 
have forgotten her traditions whenever 
she fights merely for herself under 
such circumstances as will show that 
she hat forgotten to fight for all man- 
kind. 


Wnnam Cumming Storey, 
president general of the organization, 
stood and cheered, and 
many of the women waved American 
flags. 

President Wilsen’s Address. 

He said: 

“I have told you upon more than one 
occasion of the sentiments which are 
chiefly stirred in me by looking upon 
a company like this. I was thinking 
today that it this organization had been 
formed in the very early years of our 
republic, it would have been looked 
upon with a good deal of disfavor, be- 
cause you would then have ‘been sus- 
pected of setting up some sort of 
aristocratic class. 

“You will remember that that sort 
of criticism was stirred by the founda-| 
dation of the Society of the Cincinnati. 
It was supposed that they were setting 
up an organization which, because its 
membership was based on primogeni- 
ture, was an organization entirely con- 
trary to the spirit of American insti- 
But a very interesting thing 
has happened. The proportion of those 
‘who can derive their line from of- 
ficérs who took part in the American 
revolution is a constantly decreasing 
proportion. You cannot be suspected 
of trying to build up an organization 
which will control the country. On the 
contrary, the spirit in which yoy have 
formed this organization was ‘fram the 
first manifest. It was not a spirit of 
caste or of privilege, but a spirit of 
reverence for a great tradition, and 
for my part, I believe that the chief 
service of a great organization like 
this is to keep a certain beautiful senti- 
ment warm and vital in the conscious- 
ness of the American people. 

Must Live Up te Tradition. 

“Tradition is a handsome thing in 
proportion as we live.up to it If 
we fall away.from the 
fathers, we have changed our charac- 
ter; we have lost an old impulse; we 
have become unconstious of the prin- 
ciples in which the life of the nation 
itself is rooted and grounded.

Bradford, R. I., April 17.—-Thirty or 
more persons were reported crushed or 
burned to death in a collision of trains 
on the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad here tonight. The 
accident occurred at 7:80 o'clock and 
four hours later wrecking and hospital 
crews were said to ha recovered 
thirty bodies. 

The deaths occurred in the rear car 
of a four-coach local train bound from 
Boston to New London, which ‘had 
stopped at the local station when it 
was run down by the Gilt Edge x- 
press, bound from Boston for New

Telescoped and Burned. 

This coach was telescoped and burn- 
ed. The car had also took fire and the 
flames, communicating to the passen- 
ger station and freight house, destroy- 
ed both. buildings.

Estimates of the dead varied widely 
and in the absence of a positive of- 
ficial statement the number could not 
be determ ed at. midnight. 

At that Hour the ruins of the burned 
cars were still so hot-that they could 
bot be thoroughly searched. Four 
bodies were early moved and a ‘count 
of those who received emergency med- 
ical treatment showed that thirty-five 
who escaped death were injured. Sev- 
eral of these would die, it wag thought. 

Doubt as to Victims. 
A brakeman of the local train said 
that there were thirty-seven passen- 
gers in the rear car and that he had 
been able to loeate only seven of these. 
This gave rise tq the report that thirty 
persons had been killed, but later in- 
vestigation threw doubt on this esti- 
mate.

General George P. Sctiven, chief signal 
officer of the army, “for his failure 
personally to supervise the disciplingry 
features of aviation corps administra- 
tion.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Samuel Reber, 
chief of the aviation section, signal 
corps, was relieved from that duty 
and censured by Secretary Baker “for 
disrespect to a co-ordinate branch of 
the government, failure to observe the 
restraints imposed by law with regard 
to the personnel and pay of members 
of the aviation section“ and for other 
reasons.

The appointment of a committee of 
the general staff to study the reor- 
ganization of the aviation section was 
directed by Secretary Baker. 

Oolonel Goodier’s case was only in- 
cidental to the general shakeup of the 
aviation section, although hearings in 
that trial, held at San Francisco several 
months ago, served to call attention to 
the conditions that resulted in today’s 
orders. After his son, Lieutenant Lewis 
E. Goodier, Jr., of the coast artillery, 
had been injured while studying avia- 
tion at San Diego, Colonel Goodier, ac- 
cording to the testimony, made every 
effort to oust Captain Arthur S. Cowan 
from his post as commandant of the 
school, and also attacked the aviation 
section in létterg to brother officers, 
many of which found their way *.

Precedent Making Decision 
Rendered by United Stafes 


| Supreme Court. 
| 


Washington, April 17.—The supreme 
court today so construed the various 


| federal safety appliance acts so that 


all employees—no matter whether en- 
gaged at the time in intrastate or inter- 
state commerce—may recover damages 
for injuries occurring through failure 
of interstate ‘commerce railroads to 
compty with the safety appliance laws. 

It was regarded as a precedent-mak- 
ing decision giving safety appliance 
laws a scope far greater than the fed- 
eral employers’ liability law. The first 
employers’ liability law was even an- 
nulled years ago because it applied 
to employees engaged in intrastate 
commerce as well as those in inter- 
state commerce. The decision was an- 
nounced in the suit of A. R, Rigsby, a 
brakeman of the Texas and Pacific’ in- 
jured by a defective ladder on a car 
marked “bad order” and left standing 
in the Marshall (Texas) yard for re- 
pairs.

There have been three serious fires in 
the state capitol building within almost as 
many weeks.

The chief of Atlanta’s fire department 
says the frequent occurrence-of these fires 
in the capitol building is evidence of noth- 
ing ‘short of serious negligence on some- 
body’s part. He points out that n the cap- 


pers and other combustible material, and 
says the only wonder is that spontaneous ' 
combustion has not broken with even more 
frequency. Chiéf Cody states that the auto- 
matic sprinkler system should be installed in 
the capitol basement without further delay.

The capitol building cost the state a mil- 
lion dollars. It was built to be fireproof, but 
we have seen in the recent Augusta fire 
what becomes of fireproof buildings, once 
a fire gets full swing and burns hot enough 
to sweep everything before it. We do not 
want to forget or overlook the fact that the 
same thing could happen with the state cap 
itol building and all of its invaluable records, 
if the flames were once given a chance.

Every 
possible safeguard should be thrown around 
these dangerous basement conditions, and 
wherever possible they should be relieved 
by the prompt removal of the Gebris and, 
cleaning up. 

The state is fortunate in the possession of 
a fireproof capitol; otherwise it would 
probably have had none at all now. 

Georgia cannot afford to omit any plan 
of protection necessary to be taken against 
thé possible destruction of a million-dollar

Bravery is a sort of mental starch which 
keeps a man from wilting in the presence of 
danger.

NEW PLACER PROCESS 
MAY PRECIPITATE GOLD 
RUSH TO NORTH GEORGIA 


Due to the near perfection of a sluicing 
|} process by which the free gold carried in 
the soil of the mountain country of north- 
ern Georgia bids fair soon to become avail- 
able, B. S. Barker, vice president and gener- 
al manager of the Gainesville and Northern 
railway, predicts an exhiliarating revival 
of the gold mining industry of this state. 

In fact, Mr. Barker says he would ‘not 
be at all surprised to see a repetition, only on 
a milder scale, of the famous gold rush 
into northern Georgia during earlier ‘years, 
when Dahlonega came to be one of the na- 
tion’s gold centers and the site of a federal 
mint. 

The gold ore in the mountains has prac- 
tically’ been exhausted through years’ of 
mining operations, but it has been known for 
years that there are vast quantities of. the 
precious metal enriching the sand and silt 
and loam of the bottoms and creek-beds, 
but in particles eo fine as to render a waste 
of effort any attempt by previously known 
means to extract it. Some time ago, said 
Mr. Barker last night at the Ansley hotel, 
where he was a guest, engineers went into 
the country and set about trying to perfect 
some plan in the nature of a new discovery 
whereby this gold-bearing dirt might be 
sluiced and the values saved. 

Experiments, he says, have been so suc- 
‘cessful that the process evolved—something 
new ein placer mining—is. just about to be an- 
nounced as a completed success; and by it 
its. inventors claim to be able to save prac- 
tically the total mineral wealth the ground 
contains. If thie is true, says Mr. Barker, 
it will mean a wonderful boon to Georgia, 
because it is estimated that the earth of 
the country involved contains milions of dol- 
lars’ worth of the yellow metal. 

Mr. Barker said also that the mining of 
potash in White county has practically been 
abandoned. After having spent something 
like’ $6,000 during the last sixty days in an 
effort to develop the feldspar beds of that 
region, Sayer & Felder, a firm at one time 
hoping thus to open up a great industy, last 
week quit the territory for the Carolinas. 
White county feldspar, White & Felder de- 
termined, it is said, dogs not average 10 per 
cent of potash; and ore running lower than 
10 per gent cannot be worked at a profit.

Problem for the Americas. 


Mr. MeBrien, in his address, declar- 
ed the problem confronting the Amer- 
icas today is how to create a greater 
American community out of all the 
Americas, how to make the Monroe 
doctrine mean all that it has meant in 
the past, and also how to advance it 
to the broad doctrine of Pan-American- 
ism as advocated by President Wilson. 

“Pan-Americanism,” he said, “stands 
q uarely on the true American idea 2 
claimed in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, that governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of 
‘the governed. It believes in law and 
order, stands for integrity and indus- 
try, advocates honesty and square deal- 
ing among nations as well as individ- 
— * Pan-Americanism rejoices over 
the love one has for his own country. 

“Therefore, I consider it altogether 
fitting and proper,” the speaker con- 
tinued, “on this occasion to propose as 
our national slogan for every man, 
woman and child in the United States 
the words of President Wilson, in his 
address before the Daughters of the 
American -Revolution last October, 
‘america first, last and all the time.“ 

World War and Monroe Doctrine. 

The world war nas revolutionized the 
Monroe doctrine and transformed it 
from a negative meaning to non- 
American cauntries to a positive com- 
mitment of the nation to the promo- 
tion of all the igterests of all the 
American peoples, according to Dr.

Bitter Attacks Made by Pa-

London, April 17.—Today, the date 
fixed for the cabiget council to makea 
final decision as to whether married 
men should be conscripted, the attacks | 
on the government by newspapers de- 
voted to the cause of conscription 
reached the climax of vehemence. 

All the government’s alleged blun- 
ders—at Antwerp and in the Darda- 
nelles and Mesopotamia—it’s 
mistakes and delays in connection with 
the perfect organization reigning in 
enemy countries.

1 Rumors of Dissensions. 

Throughout the afternoon in the 
lobbies of parliament there were rumors 
of grave cabinet dissensions and of pos- 
sible resignations of minority ministers 
who favor universal service. 

The council of ministers met today 
and sat for a little.over half an hour. 
Immediately afterward the leading min- 
isters attended the war council, which 
it is understood was held as the result 
of the decision arrived at the cabinet 
council. What these decisions were has 
not yet transpired. They will be given 
to parliament by Premier Asquith to- 
morrow. 

According to the best information,
